Juice of half a lemon. 

Three of four strips of ancho- 
vies,, chopped fine. 

Sprinkles of Parmesan cheese 
(crumbled roguefort or blue 
cheese, too, if desired.) 

A one-minute egg—this holds 
the dressing together. 

Croutons. 

Notes: toss it well and serve just 
before eating so lettuce and crou- 
tons don’t get soggy. Some mix 
the dressing in a separate bowl 
instead of on the lettuce, but they 
are mostly squares.

The people who covered the news 
got Early’s comradeship and adept 
professional services. . Roosevelt, 
of course, was always a good 
préss agent for Roosevelt.
